The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over claims 1-27 in the last office action is hereby 
withdrawn in view of Applicant's arguments. However, a new ground of rejection is cited 
herein in view of the IDS filed

Claims 1-2, 27 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by EP 0203438 of record on 1449. 

The reference discloses a polythiophene of the formula (see cols. 3-4, claim 1) in 
that if R2=R3 and R1=R4 in the reference and b=0, d=0, then the reference and the 
claim have the same or similar formula. 

Claim 2 of the reference discloses the conductivity of said polymer, 
corresponding to this of claim 28. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
EFFENBERGER et al of record on 1449. 

The reference discloses the same or similar formulae with claim 1 (see formulae 
3, 4a, Scheme 2. 

Claims 3-4 are allowed.
